THREATENED. 



Oklahoma's Governor and 
Chief of Police of Mus- 
kogee Warned. 



LETTER WAS UNSIGNED. 



Negroes Ordered to Leave the 
City— Gambling Houses 
and Saloons Closed. 



Muskogee, Okla., April 10.— A 
threatening letter was received here 
to-day addressed to the new Guthrie 
State Tribune, in which the writer 
asserts that Governor Chas. N. Has- 
kell and Bud Ledbetter, Chief of 
Police of Muskogee.are to be assassi- 
nated and the city of Guthrie burn- 
ed by negroes. The letter is un- 
signed. 

The letter-is an outgrowth of the 
Jim Crow" law passed by the Leg- 
islature and recently put into force. 
It has been rigidly enforced by the 
ernor and in addition Chief Led- 
better has ordered all negroes not 
employed to leave Muskogee. Every 
gambling house and saloon in the 
ity has been closed. 



Potato Scab. 

Are you bothered with scabby po- 
tatoes? Many are, year after year, 
and there is no need of it. Treating 
the seed by soaking two hours in a 
solution made by adding one pound 
pint of formalin to thirty gallons of 
water will give the desired results. 
The use of manure, while it natural- 
ly encourages the growth and devel- 
opment of potato scab, does not, as 
sometimes stated, cause a crop to be 
scabby. Rotation of crops, not 
planting potatoes on same ground 
which scabby potatoes have been 
raised the the previous year, will aid 
materially in keeping the crop free 
from the disease, especially if the 
seed planted is thoroughly treated 
by the formalin method. Careful 
potato growers employ this treat- 
ment yearly.— Farmer's Guide.

HANDY CONCRETE MIXER. 

Improved Portable Machin* Embodlaa 
- Several Uaaful F*atur«». 

Th* accompanying engraving Illns- 
trntss an Improved machine for mix- 
ing concrete, In addition to the fact 
that It embodies means for readily fix- 
ing the proportions of the, material* 
■which are to 1* mixed and for cOflsMsV 
Ing them In a very thorough manner. 
The details of the machine are hIk.wu 
In the lower cut. which In a sectional 
Tlew of a portion of the concrete 
mixer. 

The machine Is provided with n hop- 
per (Al for cement and a hopper (B) 
for sand. One side of the hopper A Is 
adjustable, so as to contract the throat 
of the hopper to the desired d&MB- 
slons. The bottom of the hopper B Is 
formed with a sliding plate, which 
serves as a valve for governing the 
size of the throat. Projecting upward 
through the throat of hopper A is an 
agitator, which serves to prevent the 




throat from being clogged and to per- 
il continuous flow of cement there- 
from. Jourualed In the hopper B is an 
igitator (Ci, -which performs a similar 
service for the sand supply. BeDeath 
the hopper A Is a conveyor (D), which 
carries the cement to a conveyor (Ei 
■r hopper B. The conveyor E par- 
r mixes the cement with the sand 
flowing out of the hopper B and con- 
reys the materials Into the mixing 
yllnder. Here the materials drop on 
o a mixer (F), which consists of a 
disk with a series of projecting pins 
dapted to catch the sand and cement 
and thoroughly mix them before they 
fall to the bottom of the mixing cyl- 
inder. 

From this point the materials are 
turned over and over and mixed in 
the usual manner by the rotating in- 
clined cylinder. The materials are 
sprinkled with water from a perforat- 
ed pipe in the cylinder. The water Is 
supplied from ■ tank mounted on the 
machine. This portable concrete mix- 
ing machine Is the invention of R. B. 
Fulton of Bed Cloud, Neb. 



Armor Plated Whales. 

The remarkable fact that the earlii 
known ancestor, or primitive type, 
the modern whale bore heavy armor 
Its back in the form of strong, bony 
plates has recently been set forth by 
the German paleontologist. Dr. Abel. 
The plates occasionally found associ- 
ated with the remains of the primeval 
form of whale have generally been re- 
garded as having belonged to gigantic 
turtles, but the German Investigations 
show that they were part of the skele- 
ton itself. They resemble in their char- 
acter the Impenetrable bony shells of 
the huge glyptodouts that formerly ln- 
hal>ite<l Bouth America. 

The suggestion Is made that at the 
time when they carried Armor whales 
were amphibious creatures, living on 
the coasts and needing special protec- 
tion from breakers and from sharks. 



A Gasoline Tettar. 

An interesting device which will be 
of Interest and value to automobllists 
and others making use of gasoline en- 
gines Is a small apparatus for testing 
the fuel. This consists of three glass 
balls colored red, white and blue and 
imaged ui different levels In 
tube, which is but three inches high, 
small enough to pass through a three- 
quarter Inch hole and which requires 
less than one-quarter ounce of gaso- 
line to fill It. Each ball can rise verti- 
cally about three-quarters of an Inch. 
If the gasoline has a specific gravity 
of CO degrees Baume, the red ball will 
float; If Oo degrees, the white one, and 
If 70 degrees, the blue one. The In 
struuieut weighs but two ounces. It Is 
provided with a chalu a foot long.

The contract as originally made 
provided for a monthly rental ser- 
vice. Its provisions are being con- 
stantly violated by the Cumberland, 
which will no longer furnish service 
by the month to all patrons, but de- 
mands yearly contracts, payable 
monthly. 

It provided for service as favora- 
ble as that enjoyed by other cities, 
with uniform rates. The Cumber- 
land is violating this ' provision by 
discriminating against patrons, some 
being required to pay $1.50 and 
others $2 per month for the same 
service. An instance was reported 
to the council where it was desired 
to change the name of the subscrib- 
ers without moving the phone. The 
old patron was paying SI. 50, the new 
one was required to pay $2 and sign 
a con ti act for a year. Tenants who 
have these contracts and have to 
give up rented houses are charged 
$2.50 for moving their phones to 
new locations. Persons who leave 
home for the summer cannot deduct 
for service not given. These instanc-

Illness Saved Him. 

^ William Dyre, a prominent young 
farmer, was the first witness intro- 
duced, and he testified that he was 
nailed from his bed after midnight 
on Aprii 1 and taken to the road by 

. the masked men, but because of the 
''severe illness he was not whipped. 
He was threatened with death if he 
reported the visit. 

James Whitloek, operator of a 
snail telephone exchange in the 
eastern section of the county, was 
rmt on the road, he said, by two of 
the defendants, Jake Ellis and Van 
Elkins, and asked by them to join in 
a raid the following Thursday night. 
He refused to do this and was then 
made, at the point of revolvers, to 
get down on his knees and with his 
right hand to Heaven take the obli- 
gation of the "night riders." 
then was requested to turn off the 
switchboard at the telephone ex- 
change on the Thursday night in 
question under penalty of death if 
he refused, and he acted according 
to instructions, a£ter first notifying 
one of the directors of the telephone 
company and being advised by him 
to carry out the instructions for 

Riders Known by Numbeis. 

v**. It was on this night that the raid- 
^ers visited the home of Frank Mar- 
dis, a short distance from the tele- 
phone exchange, and whipped him 
within an inch of his life. Mardis 
testified that he was called from his 
home and escorted a ehort distance 
from the house, where the captain 
of the gang ordered "Number Ten" 
to out the switch and "Number One" 
' - -"^Number Two" to hold his 
nands while the lash was applied. In 
each instance, according to the wit- 
nesses, the leader of the gang wore 
a white sash across his breast and 
always addressed the other members 
of the party by numbers, and in 
some cases a vote was taken by the 
gang as to whether or not a man 



was to be whipped. In each case 
the whipping was administered, as 
few if any would vote to postpone 
the flogging. 

Clarence Dyre, younger brother 
of William Dyre. testified that he 
was made to take the oath of allegi- 
ance at the point of four revolvers, 
after which he was taken to the 
home of one of the men, Jack El- 
kins, to spend the night. While 
there, he said, Elkins showed him 
the masks worn by the men on the 
raids and the while insignias always 
worn by the captain and leader of 
the party. He said he was told by 
Elkins of the planB to whip Frank 
Mardis and Albert Berry and the 
nights on which the whippings were 
to be administered. He was follow- 
ed on the stand by both of the vic- 
tims, who testified that the whip- 
pings were pulled off on schedule 
time. 

Defense Silent. 

The nine men whose examining 
trials were conducted today were 
represented by F. F. Acree, and 
while many witnesses were summon- 
ed by the defense, and were in court 
to testify, the proof against the de- 
fendants was so strong that it was 
not disputed by the defense, Acree 
relying upon hi3, testimony before a 
jury to acquit the defendants. The 
men held to answer to the grand 
jury are Robert Duncan, Jake Ellis, 
Jack Elkins, Van Elkins, Hardin 
Lovett. Damon Miller.Ed Thompson, 
Carlos Elkins and Joseph Bell. 

The last named is charged with 
being the captain of the gang, and 
while there was very little direct ev- 
ience against him, he was bound 
over by Judge Wells chiefly because 
of his actions yesterday. He visited 
the men in jail, and while there took 
letters from all of them instructing 
him as to what witnesses to see and 
how to post them as to what to tes- 
tify to on the trial of their cases. In 
one instance the father and sister of 
one of the prisoners was to be asked 
by Bell to testify to certain things 
regarding the whereabouts of the 
defendant on the night he is said to 
have assisted in a raid. Bell was 
seen by one of the officers taking 
charge of the papers, and was 
promptly arrested. He is a Mason 
and Woodman of the World, but is 
the only one of the men belonging 
to any secret order aside from their 
alleged connection with the "night 
rideis," which is said to be an oath- 
bound organization. 

More Men Arrested. 

The soldiers under command of 
Captain G. W. Caudill, of the 
Whitesburg company, and Capt. J. 
L. Givens, of the Middlesboro com- 
pany, made another round-up of the 
county late Friday night and this 
morning brought in John A. Washer, 
Arthur Cooper, Josh Cunningham, 
Aaron Jones and John Williams, 
making fifteen men now under ar- 
rest. It is said, the same testimony 
will be used against them as in the 
other cases. All of the men impli- 
cated in the. night rider raids fur- 
nished bail and returned to their 
homes to await the action of the 
grand jury.

Tobacco Last Week. 



REVIVAL AT 
BAPTIST CHURCH 



A total of 91) hogsheads of tobacco 
was sold last week by the local sales- 
man of the Planters' Association and 
some good sales were also made by 
Society of Equity. Lugs ranged 
from $7 to $10.50 and common leaf 
from $10.50 to $12. The market 
continues good for the lower grades 
of the weed and no fine tobacco has 
yet been offered. The receipts for 
the week at the storage houses were 
268 hogsheads, making a total of 3,- 
511 now in tho storage houses. 

Grand Jury at Work. 

Murray, Ky., April 13. -Judge 
Cook's charge to the grand jury to- 
day was strong and vigorous and a 
mass of testimony will at once be 
laid before the body. 

County Judge Wells has become a 
hero, not only in the eyes of the 
liberty-loving and law-a-biding citi- 
zens of Calloway county, but of the 
adjoining counties as well,' and he is 
being congratulated on all sides by 
this class of citizens for his firm 
stand against lawlessness, and ' it is 
contended that if his course and that 
of his fellow- officials is followed in 
other terror-stricken counties of the 
State, lawlessness will be quickly 
stamped out and peace and confi- 
dence restored.
